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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 27-40 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest: 

• An electron lens having a polymer spacer layer defining an opening that has an 
undercut of about 1 micron to about 2 micron per about 6.4 microns of depth, in 
combination with the remaining claimed limitations as called for in claim 27 
(claims 28-3 1 are allowable for the same reasons since they are dependent on 
claim 27); 

• An electron emitter having a polymer spacer layer defining an opening that has an 
undercut of about 1 micron to about 2 micron per about 6.4 microns of depth, 
disposed over the tunneling layer, in combination with the remaining claimed 
limitations as called for in claim 32 (claims 33-37 are allowable for the same 
reasons since they are dependent on claim 32); 

• A polymer means for spacing a means for focusing electrons from the tunneling 
layer, wherein the polymer spacing means defines an opening having an undercut 
of about 1 micron to about 2 micron per about 6.4 microns of depth, in 
combination with the remaining claimed limitations as called for in claim 38 
(claims 39-40 are allowable for the same reasons since they are dependent on 
claim 27);
